William 
N. W alker, 
the 
FEO’sg eneral counsel, outlined 
these major revisions of the 
crude allocation Drog ram. 


"An immediate stimulus to 
crude oil imports by amending 
the current prog ram to allow 
additional q uantities of crude, 
over and above the amounts es­ 
timated to be available this 
q uarter to be imported without 
being allocated away to another 
refiner.” 
—Preferential allocation to 
small refiners with the capacity 
of less than 75,000 barrels a 
day . They would receive alloca­ 
tions to raise supplies to 1972 
levels subject to reductions 
across the board only when the 
nation’s total supplies fall be­ 
low those levels. 
Creation 
of a 
so-called 
"neutral zone” for independent 
refiners producing between 75,- 


000 and 175,000 barrels per day . 
They would not be req uired 
to allocate crude and they 
would be elig ible to receive al­ 
located crude only on the basis 
of increased crude oil acq uisi­ 
tions from outside the alloca­ 
tion process,” Walker said. 
—Establishing a “fixed allo­ 
cation oblig ation” for all refi­ 
ners with over a 175,000 barrel 
per day capacity . 
Sawhill told a joint session of 
the Senate’s Commerce, Interi­ 
or and Government Operations 
committees that the present 
prog ram has produced serious 
problems which include major 
oil companies being forced to 
allocate certain oil to other ma­ 
jor firms, their direct com- 


petition. 
Walker said he believes the 
FEO’s new actions “may well 
be subject to serious leg al chal­ 
leng e.” 
Because of that, he said FEO 
will ask Cong ress to amend the 
ex isting law and to do so 
promptly . 
Meanwhile, the House was 
moving toward a showdown on 
the 
emerg ency 
energ y 
bill 
which President Nixon already 
has said he plans to veto. 
The measure is slated to be 
broug ht up on the floor today 
under a parliamentary rule 
leaving it open to a procedural 
challeng e from any member 
House leaders said Tuesday ’ 
But before debate on the bill be­ 


g ins, Democrats will attempt to 
amend the rule so that such 
points of order cannot be 
raised, the leaders said. 
The maneuvering is ex pected 
to settle the leg islative fate of 
the bill. 
Unless the parliam entary 
rule is amended, an oil-state 
representative almost certainly 
will object to the price rollback 
provision on the g round that it 
was inserted in the bill by a 
Senate-House conference and 
never has been voted upon by 
the full House.

The West Virg inia Coal Asso­ 
ciation said that the number of 
miners not working in the state 
had increased from 9,000 Tues­ 
day to 12.000 today . It said the 
more than 30 mines that were 
closed produced about 140,000 
tons a day .

The miners say g as shortag e 
is so severe that they can’t ob­ 
tain enoug h fuel to g et to work.

Tuesday and by this morning at 
least 16 of the county ’s mines 
were closed. 
A spokesman for the Ka­ 
nawha Coal Operators Associ­ 
ation in Charleston, W.Va., said 
the shutdown had not spread 
into the association’s mines, 
but companies feared dwindling 
g asoline supplies mig ht produce 
hig h absenteeism. The associ­ 
ation includes about 
128 mines 
which employ 3,700 men. 
"We have just reached the 
point of absurdity in the energ y 
crisis when the producers of 
one fuel — coal — can’t g et to 
work because of inadeq uate 
supplies of another fuel — 
g as,” said United Mine Work­ 


ers President Arnold Miller. 
The g asoline shortag e caused 
coal mines in southwestern por­ 
tions of Virg inia to beg in clos­ 
ing Tuesday and touched off 
strike threats in eastern Ken­ 
tucky ’s coalfields. 
In Virg inia, UMW officials 
said as many as 40 per cent of 
the area’s coal miners were off 
the job Tuesday . 
Rep. Carl Perkins, ,D-Ky ., 
urg ed the White House to sup­ 
ply his area with more fuel and 
warned that coal production 
was declining because miners 
could not g et to work. 
Gov. Arch A. Moore Jr. ac­ 
cused Federal Energ y Office 
chief William E. Simon on 
Tuesday of unwarranted delay s 


in supply ing g asoline to the 
area. 
Meanwhile, there were these 
other energ y developments: 
—Rhode Island will initiate a 
voluntary odd-even sy stem of 
g asoline rationing on Friday . 
Six states have mandatory 
rationing plans in effect; eig ht 
have voluntary plans.

It con sisted of P resident Luis 
E chev erria of M ex ico, President L e­ 
opold S. Seng hor of S eneg al, Prim e 
M inister P ierre Elliot Trudeau of 
C anada, P rem ier Olof P alm e of 
Sw eden, P rem ier Joop Den Uy l of 
the N etherlands and a v ariety of oth­ 
ers who are internationally m inded. 
Of th ese, anti-A m erican Swedish 
P rem ier P alm e, who has so deliber­ 
ately and unnecessarily dam ag ed 
A m e rica n -S w ed ish r e la tio n s and 
ev en led a m arch of dem onstrators 
ag ainst the U.S. E m b assy in Stock­ 
holm , w as to m e the prim e curiosity . 
M any 
Europeans 
claim 
m ost 
Sw edish people are total m aterial­ 
ists who h av e been so sheltered from 
w ars and other ca la m ities for ov er 
500 y ea rs that they are like a m an 
who, nev er hav ing stood ag ainst a 
blizzard, hides from a flurry of 
snow. 
And P alm e did nothing here to 
disprov e this perhaps unfair ch arac­ 
terization. 
What can y ou do with a m an who 
com bs h is hair with a sm all g old 
com b in public? 
Looking 
like 
an 
18 th-century 
pag eboy in a M ozart opera, P alm e is 
w ounding , 
sarcastic, 
supercilious 
and usually im placable. His speech 
is a m a sterp iece of obv ious fact and 
the artful av oidance of uncom forta­ 
ble detail. 
As the British sa y , h e ’s the kind 
of fast-talker who, if h e had been 
captain of the “ T itan ic,” h e ’d hav e 
persuaded the p assen g ers he w as 
stopping to put aboard som e ice. In 
short, h e ’s an operator. 
Sw eden has a 
sing le-cham ber 
P arliam ent, the R iksdag . It has 350 
sea ts. The C om m unists now hold the 
balance of power in it, a fact hardly 
known to us. 


The last g eneral election w as 
held Sept. 16, 19 73. P a lm e’s Social 
D em ocrats g ot only 43 per cent of the 
popular v ote. They split their p arlia­ 
m entary representation 175-175 with 
the non-Socialist coalition. 


Sw eden’s Com m unist party g ot 
only 5.5 per cent of the popular v ote. 
Howev er, this won them 20 seats in 
the Riksdag out of the total 350. And, 
as usual, the Red bloc v otes as a sol­ 
id unit. 


This g iv es the Com m unist party 
the m arg inal power in Sweden. The 
only w ay P alm e could hang onto his 
prem iership has been to m ake the 
Com m unists his tactical ally . 
This he has done—and with what 
im presses m e a s g lee. 
As for Austrian Chancellor K rei­ 
sky him self, it is hard to im ag ine a 
man m ore different than P alm e. 
When I first knew the Chancellor 
he w as this country ’s foreig n m in is­ 
ter and he cam e often to neig hboring 
Switzerland to see Sw iss President 
Max P ettipierre on the m any prob­ 
lem s A ustria and Sw itzerland hav e 
in com m on. 
The y ears hav e chang ed Chan­ 
cellor K reisky little phy sically and 
not at all in spirit. A ustrians hav e a 
special charm , warm and g raceful. 
TTiey can also be brav e and trust­ 
worthy . The Chancellor acts with the 
courag e of his conv ictions and a c­ 
cepts the responsibility for doing so. 
He is what the A ustrians g low ing ­ 
ly call “ ein ernsthafter M ann” —a 
“ serious m an ” —and his colleag u es 
at the top of this country ’s g ov ern­ 
ment 
would walk 
barefooted on 
g lass for him . 
The Sov iet Union saw to it that 
the Austrian P eace T reaty did not 
outlaw the Austrian Com m unist par­ 
ty . But this lov ely country borders 
on Hung ary . And sin ce M oscow ’s re­ 
conquest of Hung ary in N ov em ber, 
19 56, the pro-Com m unist v ote here is 
m easured at less than two per cent.

J anuary , 19 72, and N ov em ber, 19 73, 
three A m erican drug com panies — 
Squibb, M erck and Upjohn — filed 
349 international patents at a cost of 
about $37 listed as research. 


Dr A ries claim s that about 8 7 per 
cent of all international patents hav e 
required no m ore research than 
m o le c u la r 
m o d ific a tio n s 
to 
ch em icals already known, tested 
and patented. Som e of these chang es 
can be ex pensiv e, but m ost are 
sim ple. Their purpose is to allow a 
new patent to be filed, and therefore 
prev ent a com petitor from m aking a 
cheap su ccessor to an ex isting drug 
w'hen its orig inal patent ex pires. 


According to Dr 
A ries, m ost 
com panies aim to sell their drug s in 
bulk for 
fiv e tim es the cost 
of 
production. This m ark-up cov ers re­ 
search as well as the running and 
financing of production lines. The 
cost of turning the bulk chem ical 
into packag ed tab lets is cov ered by 
another, often big g er, m ark-up at 
the retail end.

streng thening of our free society , 
and to the m aintenance of high em ­ 
ploy m ent, increasing productiv ity 
and liv ing standards, g reat econom ­ 
ic stab ility and g reater opportunity 
for all our people. 
“ To bring about increasing pub­ 
lic understanding of the im portance 
of these objectiv es and the w ay s in 
which they m ay be a ch iev ed .” 
The CED calls for leg islators to 
be persons of ex ceptional qualities of 
in te llig e n c e , e n e r g y , in itia tiv e , 
character and breadth of successful 
ex perience. 
The study states the prim ary re­ 
sponsibility of state leg islatu res is to 
disting uish 
between 
“ short-rang e

The CED report included a sur­ 
v ey m ade in 19 66 of the com position 
by occupat ion of m em bers of 17 state 
leg islatu res representing ev ery se c ­ 
tion of the nation. 
Not surprising , the study finds 
three out of 10 House m em bers and 
m ore than four out of 10 senators are 
law y ers. 
The nex t hig hest categ ory by o c­ 
cupation is farm ers, who constitute 
13 per cent of the House m em b er­ 
ships and 10 per cent of the senators. 
The other occupations represent­ 
ed, in order of their percentag e of 
m em bers of the leg islatu res, are: 
insurance, teach ers, real estate, la ­ 
borers, m erchants, retired, house­ 
w iv es, doctors and en g ineers, banks 
and trusts, with all others constitut­ 
ing 26 per cent of House m em bers 
and 27 per cent of all senators.

Bid for nuclear insurance 


W ASH ING TO N 
( L E N S ) - To 
paraphrase Ihe Red Queen, it takes 
all the defense spending the United 
State can do to stay in the sam e 
place and if it w ants to g et som e­ 
where else, it m ust spend tw ice as 
fast as that. 
At least, that is how D epartm ent 
of D efense officials seem ed to feel as 
they recently justified the new de­ 
fense budget for the fiscal y ear 19 75 
which starts on J uly 1. 
The A dm inistration is m aking a 
m am m oth request of $8 5.8 b illio n - 
up $6.3 billion from the current y ear 
and in m oney term s close to the rec­ 
ord spending of $9 0 billion in the last 
y ear of the Second World War. Al­ 
m ost all of the increase, the S ecre­ 
tary of D efense, J am es Schlesing er, 
said in presenting his first defense 
budg et, will g o to m eet increased 
pay and price rises. 
The 19 75 defense budget w ill form 
only 29 .7 per cent of the total federal 
budget and under six per cent of the 
g ross national product, the low est 
lev el since 19 50, facts which, m ore 
than any thing else, show how enor­ 
m ously g ov ernm ent spending and 
the econom y hav e g rown. 
Although under nine per cent, or 
$7.6 billion, of the defense budg et 
g oes on strateg ic forces, m ost atten­ 
tion is being directed to the big g er 
prem ium that the A dm inistration is 
pay ing on its nuclear insurance poli­ 
cy . 
This is insurance ag ainst the se c ­ 
ond round of the strateg ic arm s lim i­ 
tation talks failing to produce a per­ 
m anent ag reem ent with the Sov iet 
Union on lim iting offensiv e nuclear 
w eapons; so far the two sid es are 
still furlong s apart in Salt 2. As 
President Nix on said in his budg et 
m essag e, “ To be effectiv e, sta tes­ 
m anship must be backed by credible 
m ilitary streng th.” 
In other w ords, Schlesing er is 
prov iding the clout behind Henry 
K issing er’s diplom atic ov ertures to 
the R ussians. 


The new budget continues to add 
to the pile of A m erican nuclear bar­ 
g aining chips. It asks ov er $2 billion 
for the Trident m issile-firing sub­ 
m arine prog ram , which in the latter 
part of the decade will form the 
backbone of the A m erican nuclear 
deterrent. E ach Trident and its m is­ 
siles will cost $1.3 billion. 
Daunted by this, Cong ress last 
y ear cut the A dm inistration’s re­ 
quest to build three of them in 19 75 to 
one subm arine. Now the A dm inis­ 
tration w ants to raise that fig ure to 
two Tridents. It also is putting aside 
$16 m illion for research on a sm aller 
subm arine, 
desig ned 
as 
com ple­ 
m entary to Trident. 
It w ants $51 m illion m ore for the 
B-l bom ber prog ram , a replacem ent 
for the B-52, althoug h m any m em ­ 
bers of C ong ress question whether 
the adv ent of the ballistic m issile 
has not consig ned the bom ber to the 
nuclear scrap heap. 
The D efense D epartm ent clearly 
does not think so; the new budg et in­ 
cludes $8 0 m illion for a new air- 
launched nuclear m issile. Seeing no 
contradiction, the departm ent is a l­ 
so decreasing its air defense of the 
U n ited S ta te s 
a g a in st 
R u ssia n 
bom bers because the 19 72 Anti B al­ 
listic M issile treaty , which rules out 
an effectiv e anti-m issile defense, 
m akes an anti-bom ber defense be­ 
side the point. 
The era of retrenchm ent in g en ­ 
eral purpose forces now seem s to 
hav e ended in this new 
budg et. 
Though, ov erall, m ilitary personnel 
will d ecrease by 22,000, the arm y is 
to be bum ped up by one div ision to 14 
com bat div isions. 
A lready the m ajor beneficiary of 
nuclear hardw are, the N av y is to 
hav e its g eneral forces increased for 
the first tim e in fiv e y ears. Since 
19 68 . the num ber of ships has de­ 
clined from 9 79 to 526. The new 
budget will add a dozen m ajor w ar­ 
ships, am ong them a carrier which 
will bring the A m erican attack car-

Within recent y ears, anti-hunting 
sentim ent in A m erica has grown 
r a p id ly . 
H un ters 
h a v e 
been 
c h a r a c te r iz e d 
by 
an ti-h u n tin g 
o r g a n iz a tio n s 
a s 
“ m ise r a b le 
cow ard s” with a “ lust to k ill.” 
To the anti-hunter, hunting is an 
ev il, a m oral outrag e. To the hunter, 
it is a positiv e good and crucial to 
w ildlife conserv ation. And nev er do 
the twain m eet on any com m on 
g round. 


A plag ue on both houses, sa y s 
J ack E. Hope. As a form er hunter 
who w rites on env ironm ental con ­ 
cerns, Hope is qualified to ex am ine 
both sid es of the controv ersy d isp as­ 
sionately , and does so in the current 
issue of Sm ithsonian m ag azine. 


There is little reason, he sa y s, to 
believ e that hunters are m otiv ated 
by abnorm al cruelty or propensity to 
v iolence. If they w ere, they would 
not 
c o n fin e 
th eir 
a tten tio n 
to 
anim als desig nated as leg al g am e 
but would indiscrim inately open fire 
on ev ery thing . 
Hunters are ov erw helm ing ly law- 
abiding , say s Hope. P ressure from 
hunters w as instrum ental in esta b ­ 
lishing g am e law s and in creating a 
fu n din g 
m e c h a n ism 
(th ro u g h 
hunting licen ses and tax es paid on 
a m m u n itio n ) to r e sc u e s e v e r a l 
declining species. Until the recent 
upsurg e in env ironm ental interest, 
hunters w ere forem ost am ong those 
people who dev oted any thought or 
effort to the w elfare of w ildlife. 
In th o u sa n d s of ru ral 
c o m ­ 
m unities in the United States and 
Canada, m any fam ilies consider the 
annual m oose or elk or deer an 
important supplem ent to the food 
supply . The hunter, far m ore than 
the nonhunter, is also close to the 
cy lce of life and death. 
This is not to equate shooting an 
elk with buy ing a side of beef. The 
elk is wild and relativ ely rare. Cattle 


are dom estic and plentiful — alm ost 
a m anm ade product. 
But our herds of dom estic liv e­ 
stock 
com pete 
directly 
and 
in­ 
directly with w ildlife for sp ace and 
food. 
In 
addition, 
ranchers 
and 
farm ers trap and shoot predators. 
Ev en 
a 
total 
v eg etarian 
cannot 
escape hav ing an effect upon the 
w elfare of wild anim als. 
Human appetite, not only for 
lam b 
and 
beef, 
but 
for 
second 
hom es, autom obiles, paper plates, 
lawn furniture and kilowatt hours, 
has sufficiently altered the co m ­ 
plex ion of the landscape so that 
m any w ildlife populations hav e beer, 
pushed into rem ote areas. 
But the hunter who likes to think 
of him self as an “ ecolog ical sa v io r,” 
eq u a lly 
p a r tic ip a te s 
w ith 
n on ­ 
hunters in the friv olous resource 
consum ption that reduces w ildlife 
habitat.

Hope, “ to spend fiv e day s of each 
week whittling aw ay at w ildlife’s 
liv ing space and then to claim that

v ironm ental m ercy . . . 
“ The 
real 
im m orality of 
the 
hunting m ov em ent is not its w illing ­ 
ness to kill, per se. but its unw illing ­

world. In its selectiv e, self-serv ing 
attitudes 
toward 
w ildlife,

eag ern ess to m anipulate the en­ 
v ironm ent for the sak e of its sport, 
the hunting m ov em ent display s an 
ultim ate insensitiv ity to all lower 
life form s.”

Price of 
coal takes 


; big jump

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
price of coal has increased dra- 
m -.ically in recent months in 
the face of higher demand pro­ 
duced by oil shortages and ris­ 
ing petroleum prices 
Some Eastern utilities which 
converted 
from oil to coal 
because of the tight oil market 
say coal prices have doubled in 
the past year. 
Other com panies, working on 
long-term contracts, cite sm all­ 
er increases but agree that the 
coal m arket is tight and new 
contracts m ay cost a lot more. 


“ Our prices have risen 90 per 
cent in the last year, with most 
of the gain coming since the 
Mideast w ar,” says an official 
with one large Eastern utility, 
^ h o asked that the company 
Jhot be identified. 
* “ In Jan u ary of 197 3 we paid 
$15.50 a ton. In October the av ­ 
erage price w as $17 50 a ton 
Now it’s $25 a ton and still go­ 
ing up,” the official says. 
Industry 
spokesman 
say 
some utilities have paid as 
much as $3 5 a ton for “ spot” 
coal, or short-term purchases 
made on the open market This 
compares to $10 or $15 a ton a 
year ago, they say. 
Long term contractors face 
less of a bind American Elec­ 
tric Power Co. which relies 
heavily on coal for power gen­ 
eration and mines 21 per cent 
of its own coal says the price 
averaged $9 a ton last year, 
compared with $8 19 a ton in 
197 2 


‘ Our cost is lower because of 
our extremely high volume,” 
an American Electric spokes­ 
man said “ Still if we were to 
go out and get a long-term con­ 
tract now, the price would be 
higher ” 
Higher prices and in some in­ 
stances shortages are result 
of new demand for coal from 
increased power consumption 
and utilities’ conversion from 
oil to coal. 
“ Coal, like many other fossil 
fuels has its problems,” says 
an official with the New Eng 
land Electric Systems which is 
changing seven power plants to 
coal. “ It’s tough to get a hold 
of, the m arket’s changing daily, 
and prices are increasing ” 
Supply problems have arisen 
because of a shortage of coal 
cars, wildcat strikes at the 
mines, and just plain demand, 
officials note. 
New York’s Consolidated Edi­ 
son, which began burning coal 
in 
December, 
says 
it 
had 
trouble obtaining the fuel in 
late 
December 
and 
early 
January 
because 
of 
trans­ 
portation 
bottlenecks, 
the 
Christmas 
schedule 
at 
the 
mines, and “ fierce competition 
for coal.” 
“ It’s wasn’t so much con­ 
tracting for coal, as it was get­ 
ting it here.V said a company 
official. 
Recently president of the 
Louisville & Nashville Kialroad, 
one of the nation’s largest coal 
haulers, said the railroad could 
move more coal but it’s “ short 
thousands of coal cars every 
morning ”

“Meat, lik e gasoline for ou r 
car, is absolu tely essential to 
ou r daily way of life. For most 
peoples’ way of life. I’d rather 
giv e u p shoes than think of

u p steak .

need means to driv e to work . 
Tak e these things away and 
what hav e y ou got?” ask s Ru th 
Lu ndgren, a widow with two 
sons in college who is president 
of her own food promotion 
company . 
‘ Certainly we try to cu t down 
on food waste. We now bu y 10 
pou nds of potatoes instead of 
more costly instant potatoes. 
We eat fru it for dessert instead 
of cak es made from mix es. We 
try 
to cu t 
ou t 
ev ery 
u n­ 
necessary food ex penditu re. 
Bu t meat — no. We eat less ex ­ 
pensiv e bu t good cu ts and hav e 
meat on ou r table in face of 


rising meat costs. My sons need 
it and so do I,” Mrs Lu ndgren 
ex plains 
‘‘Where does the ex tra meat 
money come from? It comes 
from one less mov ie a month, 
from not bu y ing a new blou se 
for me or a new shirt for the 
boy s. These things we can 
postpone,” she insists. 
Another work ing m other 
ex plains why she is still serv ing 
meat to her family , despite the 
sk y -rock eting prices. 
"The situ ation 
is 
dismal. 
Meat costs are frightening. Yet 
we do bu y it — less ex pensiv e 
cu ts — bu t m eat,” reports 
Anita Fial, a director of home 
economics. 
“ Ev ery Su nday I try to cook 
for the family . Usu ally I broil 
meat. Bu t last Su nday , instead 
of the cu stomary sirloin steak , I 
u sed rou nd steak . Not so tender 
bu t it tasted good,” she say s. 
And the cost was mu ch less.” 
Work ing all day she has no 
time to prepare a nou rishing 
meat cou rse for her hu sband 
and two y ou ng children ev ery 
night. One Su nday a month she 
cook s meals for the rest of the 
month. She wraps these in 
meal-size pack ages and freezes 
them. 
“ In this way I hav e dinner 
mostly prepared in adv ance. 
Also I sav e money by bu y ing 
larger q u antities of meats at 
one tim e.” she ex plains

Dau g h ters d ilemma: 
dad-dogging 


(Note: Today’s column is written by J oanne) 
Lew and I often argue about how we’ll behave when Lisa, 8, and 
Rachel, 6, grow old enough to date. Lew threatens that he’ll pur­ 
chase a large bloodhound, and ask the date to leave one of his shoes 
so the dog can track him down if he brings our daughter home late. 
There’s also Lew’s Mafia fantasy of hiring a fellow about the size of 
Wilt Chamberlain to chaperone the kids when they go out for cokes. 


Behind all this banter and bravado is a genuine protectiveness 
and true deep-seated fear, a fear that once the ban on premarital 
sex is lifted or even relaxed, young women will become promis­ 
cuous. They will have affairs with any man who makes advances. 
And if parents really become paranoid they fear their daughters 
will be victimized, forced into a relationship with a drug peddler, 
criminal or just a plain bum. 


Dr. Bernice Neugarten, chairman of the development section, 
department of Behavior Sciences, University of Chicago, has some 
reassurances for parents who have such dread visions. 
Dr Neugarten states that, “ Many parents have come to realize 
that the sexual revolution is not leading to catastrophe and that 
their children are not becoming promiscuous. 
“ I think the attitude has changed much more than the be­ 
havior,” she said. “ There is more talk than action. While there is 
more activity than in the past, it is not the unbridled kind of thing 
that the newspaper headlines would tend to make us believe.” 


Dr. Neugarten says that sexuality amongst young people 
comes in the framework of strong affection and often leads to 
marriage.

Posting bond for accused 
rapist is called abuse 
• SPRINGFIELD, 111. <AP) 
A Republican legislator says it 
was a “ terrible abuse of the 
taxpayers’ money” for a state 
agency to post $2,000 bond for 
.an 18-year-old boy charged with 
3rape. 
But the head of the agency 
the Department of Children and 
Family 
Services, 
says 
he 
wouldn’t hesitate to do it again 
for a youngster under state 
•care. 
* “ Rep. 
Joseph 
Gibbs, 
R- 
Springfield, said Monday he * 
would introduce legislation to 
stop the practice unless Direc­ 
tor Jerome Miller assures him 
it won’t happen again. 
^ But Miller indicated in a tele­ 
phone interview that he fully 
intends to repeat the practice. 
Miller said the state had be­ 
come the legal guardian for the 
boy, and that like any good 
parent, the state should see to 
it that its child is cared for. 
T he controversy developed 
Jan. 30, when the department 
posted bond money for Mark 
Allen, 18, of Springfield. 
».Allen had been charged with 
T aping a 20-year-old Springfield 
woman last June. A trial on 
that charge ended with a hung 
jury in October, and a new trial 
date was set for March 4. 
» In the meantime, Allen was 
held as a trusty. He allegedly 
walked away from a work de­ 
tail, resulting in an additional 
charge of escape. 
* At a Jan. 29 bond hearing. 
Judge George Coutrakon of Cir­ 
cuit Court set bond at $20,000, 
and a day later the department 
posted the required 10 per cent 
of that amount, allowing Allen 
to be freed 
• “ It wasn’t a matter of wheth­ 
er it was worth it to the state 
to see that the boy was freed. 
R was our duty as his legal 
guardian ... as his parent ... to 
do what any good parent would 
do, and that is to see that the 
boy is free until he is tried,” 
Miller said. 
“ If the state enacts laws 
making it the parent of chil­ 
dren like this, it can’t shy away 
when the kid gets in trouble. 
T he state can’t have it both 
ways," Miller continued 


Gibbs and Joseph Cavanaugh, 
the Sangamon County state’s 
attorney who prosecuted the 
case, saw it differently. 
Cavanaugh sent letters telling 
of the action to the four 
Springfield area legislators and 
to the Illinois State’s Attorney’s 
Association. 
He said he was astounded 
that an “ impersonal body like 
• the state” would pay the costs 
of bond for any criminal de­ 
fendant. 
“ When a judge sets bond, he 
¡considers the financial ability 
of the accused. He wants to in­ 
sure that the defendant appears 
in court,” Cavanaugh said. 
A defendant is not likely to 
treat as seriously the prospect 
of loss of the state’s money as 
he would had he himself, his 
parents or a relative paid the 
monev for him, Cavanaugh 


said. 
"T he judge could have re­ 
leased the kid on his own rec­ 
ognizance but he didn’t think 
the kid could be trusted to al-' 
low that. Now the state comes 
in and posts bond, saying the 
kid can be trusted even though 
they couldn’t prove that to the 
judge,” Gibbs said. 
Miller said that after con­ 
sulting with both the social 
worker in charge of Allen’s 
case and with lawyers for the 
department, he felt Allen could 
be trusted to show up for the 
new trial. 
In the future Miller said he 
would not hesitate to post bond 
for a child if the social worker 
involved advised it

Kessel was referring to the combination of seniors who pulled 
down 33 caroms between them during a 70-62 victory over the Ohio 
Bulldogs in the Newman Regional Class A Tournament Tuesday 
night, 
Simpson Gets 21 Boards 
Simpson, a 6’2” center, latched onto seven offensive and 14 de­ 
fensive boards during the action while Jahn, a 
6’1” forward, picked 
off three and nine, respectively . “ I feel the key to the win was our 
domination of the boards,” Kessel continued. “This enabled us to 
control the game and get the ball out for our fast break to get our of­ 
fense rolling.” 
The Eagle offense was guided by sophomore guard Jeff Jahn, 
who pumped in 18 first-half m arkers and ended the contest with 27. 
Kessel was also lavish in his praise for the 5’5” guard, stating, 
“Jeff just play ed another superb basketball game tonight and if 
there are any guards that are better than him in Northern Illinois, I 
have y et to see them this season.” 
Joe Jahn and Simpson also m ade their presence felt in the scor­ 
ing departm ent, with 15 and 12 points, respectively . Simpson got 10 
of his dozen in the opening q uarter as Franklin Center raced to a 24- 
14 advantage. Jeff Jahn added eight, while Scott Delhotal dumped 
in six . 
Eagles Fall Behind 2-1 
The Eagles, after falling behind 2-1 on an offensive rebound by 
Ohio’s Dave Piper, responded with seven straight points including 
a three-point play by Delhotal and buckets by Jeff Jahn and Simp­ 
son. Dave Kuebei brought the Bulldogs back into contention with 
four consecutive free throws around a lay up by Simpson (assist to 
Jeff Jahn). 
A charity toss by Jim Brandau made it 10-7 in favor of the E a­ 
gles. Jeff Jahn and Kuebei ex changed baskets, before Franklin 
Center got two buckets by Simpson and one each by Delhotal and 
Jeff Jahn to move to a 20-9 lead. Baskets by Simpson and Jeff Jahn 
(an up-and-under driving lay up) offset three Kuebei points and a 
bucket by Ohio’s Tom Yucus to end the q uarter. 
The advantage soon ex panded to 30-14 as Jeff Jahn swished a 
pair of charity tosses and a basket, plus assisting on a lay up by Joe 
Jahn. Jeff and Joe had all 16 of the Eagle m arkers in the second 
stanza, with Jeff netting 10. 
Brandau is Held to One 
Brandau, who was held to only one free throw in the initial eight 
minutes, dropped in a pair of baskets and the sam e num ber of free 
throws in the second q uarter, while Kuebei repeated his two-for- 
four shooting perform ance from the field to end the stanza with a 
q uartet of points. 
“ I felt our early lead destroy ed their confidence,” Kessel said. 
“After we got beat last Saturday , we worked on getting all fired up 
for this gam e and wanted to get the lead early . They called the first 
time-out and I think this is a good thing. We beat them in the first 
three minutes of the gam e and I think this was one of the turning 
points.”

When he entered the ex ­ 
periment he walked around the 
ward looking only at the floor, 
but when he left “he was really 
looking at people,” she said in 
an interv iew 
The primary aim of the pro­ 
gram is to teach patients in the 
study to relatq ^to other people, 


to get outside themselv es 
Mrs. Orlando said that social 
skills are lost in institutions and 
what the patients learn about 
relating to other people will 
help them when they are dis 
charged 
She is try ing to “giv e them 
the feeling that they can affect 
the 
env ironment,” the 
way 
other people relate to them, 
through the way they behav e 
themselv es 
Before they are hospitalized, 
these patients often cause other 
p eop le to turn away from them 
b ecau se of their taunting in­ 
sults, Mrs Orlando noted 
She said there is a problem 
with mental health workers “in* 


underestimating the patient all 
the time, assuming he can’t do 
this or that.” 
Mrs. Orlando said that if the 
ex periment continues to be suc­ 
cessful it offers the possibility 
that patients can be trained to 
work as therapeutic agents in 
halfway houses and nursing 
homes. 
Already she has seen that pa­ 
tients who hav e learned to 
listen and respond sy m p a ­ 
thetically to the problems of

In one such instance, a pa

CHICAGO (A P )—Thousandot 
Black Muslims from across the 
nation, followers of Elijah Mu­ 
hammad, jammed a South Side 
Chicago armory to hear their 
leader speak and to chant the 
praises of the 76-year-old “ Mes­ 
senger of Allah.” 
Muhammad, making his an­ 
nual appearance at Savior’s 
Day under heavy security pre­ 
cautions, urged his followers 
Tuesday to thank white people 
for the opportunity Muslims 
have received to expand their 
multimillion-dollar movement. 
Muhammad, who has preach­ 
ed racial hatred for the “ white 
devils” in the past and separa­ 
tism from white society, ap­ 
peared to be softening one of 
his religion’s major tenets. 
He told his 25,000 followers, 
who interrrupted his speech 
with cheers and chants, to hon­ 
or and respect white people. 
“ Stop putting the blame on 
the slave owner,” he said. 
“ You have only yourself to 
blame.” 
Muhammed said blacks must 
have respect for themselves 
and others. 
The huge hall was over­ 


flowing, wun m any persons left 
standing outside. The upper 
balconies 
were 
filled 
with 
white-robed women, who under 
religious rules, are forbidden to 
sit with the men. 
Sitting in the press section 
was heavyweight boxer Mu­ 
hammad Ali, who said he still 
is under suspension until he dis­ 
continues his fighting career. 
After 
Muhammad 
spoke, 
however, Ali was called to the 
stage to make a cash contribu­ 
tion. 
The ceremony was held to 
commemorate the birth of 
Wallace D. Fard, founder of 
the nation of Islam, popularly 
known as the Black Muslims. 
Fard’s leadership passed to 
Elijah Muhammad, who built 
the Chicago-based sect up from 
a storefront operation to a 
multimillion-dollar business 
with

holdings, 
farms, department stores, bak­ 
eries and restaurants, schools, 
hospitals and a bank. 
Muhammad promised even 
greater wealth in the future 
and said their operations will 
extend to shipping and airlines 
next year.

Bakalis is asking 
$1.34 billion budget 


CHICAGO 
(AP) 
State 
School Superintendent Michael 
J. Bakalis recommended today 
a school aid budget next year 
of $1.34 billion 
12 per cent 
higher than this year’s. 
Bakalis said most of the in­ 
crease will go toward the state 
aid formula for schools and into 
the teachers’ retirement sys­ 
tem. 
Bakalis also said he will rec­ 
ommend legislation designed to 
improve school business and 
management practices He said 
the revised practices could free 
as much as $38 million for use 
in instructional programs. 
Bakalis said the 12 per cent 
increase in total educational 
funding is sizeable when consid­ 
ered with “ the fact that the 
state's economy is not gener­ 
ating the kind of revenue that it 
would in normal times ” 
Of the $138 million increase 
from the current budget. $102 
million will go to the school aid 


formula; $28 million to the 
teacher 
retirement 
program 
and $8 million for direct grants 
to schools for such as programs 
as driver’s education. 
Bakalis also warned school 
officials not to expect the rapid 
rate of growth in state and fed 
eral support to education that 
has occurred in the past. 
“ We have seen an end to the 
steadily rising enrollments of 
ih<* past SMb decades,’’ said 
Bakalis. “ This means that in­ 
creases in education spending 
will naturally level out.” 
Nevertheless, Bakalis added, 
the continuing effect of inflation 
will still require some increases 
in educational funding, espe­ 
cially for teachers’ salaries. 
“ The quality of our teachers 
is probably the single most im­ 
portant ingredient in a child's 
education. And we can't expect 
to penalize teachers just be 
cause they happen to be public 
employes,” Bakalis said,

The mail order and retail out­ 
let said the crib was involved 
last September in the death of 
a 6-week-old infant who suffo­ 
cated.

Gov. Daniel Walker is using a 
subsidy-sweetened 
federal 
flood insurance program and 
a dormant state law to try to 
erect financial and legal dikes 
against impending flood dam­ 
age in Illinois. 
Walker called Tuesday on 700 
flood-prone 
Illinois 
com­ 
munities to adopt federal flood 
insurance 
programs. 
He 
threatened to enforce a two- 
year-old law that could restrict 
building in flood plains. 


Walker said in a news confer­ 
ence the Illinois communities 
participating in the insurance 
program by adopting ordi­ 
nances have increased from 29 
to 123. 
The 700 communities spread 
from the Chicago area west­ 
ward across northern Dlinois. 
They extend along the Mis­ 
sissippi and Illinois River to 
Cairo. 
To take part, communities 
must adopt ordinances restrict­ 
ing the use of land that is prone 


to flooding year after year. 
The number of policies sold 
has increased from 300 to more 
than 1,600. Federal advertising 
by radio about costs and bene­ 
fits has helped improve sales. 
“ We’ve only scratched the 
surface,” said Bruce Barker, a 
staff engineer for the Division 
of Water Resource Manage­ 
ment. 
Barker said the federal gov­ 
ernment subsidizes premiums 
on the insurance. Owners of 
damaged property who do not 


have the insurance risk a feder­ 
al government rejection when 
they apply for rebuilding loans 
which are insured by federal 
agencies. 
Barker said the insurance 
program was intended to re­ 
place federal disaster relief. No 
such relief will be given after 
July 1, 1975, 
Barker is drafting state rules 
to limit building in those areas 
where the state has financed 
flood control projects. 
Walker announced the fiscal 


1975 budget of about $12 million 
for state flood control prpjects 
will exceed the fiscal 
1974 
budget by about 28.8 per cent. 
Illinois has had for two years 
a law limiting construction in 
flood plains where the state has 
built control projects. But it has 
not been enforced. 
The law authorizes the state 
to issue or deny building per­ 
mits with the aim of forbidding 
construction within an area 
that might be subject to flood­ 
ing.

Gas station 
operator is 
fined $17,000 


CHICAGO (A P) — Samuel 
McBride, a Chicago policeman 
who operated a gas station on 
the side, has been convicted of 
price gouging and contempt of 
court and fined $17,000 
Judge James B Parsons of 
U.S. District Court found Mc­ 
Bride guilty Tuesday and also 
ordered 
his 
attorney, 
W. 
Mauldin Smith, to show cause 
by March 18 why Smith ^hould 
not be held in contempt of court 
as well. 
McBride is the first service 
station operator in the nation 
charged with price gouging un­ 
der the federal price ceiling. 
M cBride was accused of 
making customers of his Action 
Super Shell Service Station on 
Chicago’s South Side buy a rab­ 
bit’s foot or a blank form for a 
last will and testament for 
$10.50. The customer was then 
given a coupon for $5 worth of 
“ free” gas. 
The Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice discovered the plot when 
an agent went to the station to 
buy gas and ended up paying an 
alleged $2 a gallon for high oc­ 
tane gas that should have sold 
for 53.9 cents. 
The IRS got a court order 
closing McBride's station on 
Dec 30 
Judge Parsons levied two 
$2,500 fines for two counts of 


price gouging and a $12,000 
penalty for contempt. The 
latter sum represents $500 fines 
for each of 24 straight days that 
McBride allegedly refused to 
turn over his financial records 
to the IRS 
The judge said he levied the 
maximum fine because “ never 
before have I observed parties 
so overtly contemptuous and so 
deliberate of making these pro­ 
ceedings a mockery as the de­ 
fendant and his attorney.” 
Judge Parsons held McBride 
in contempt on Jan. 9 for fail­ 
ing to turn over his records. 
Later McBride claimed they 
had been stolen from his car 
Jan. 8

Home grown strawberries, 
big 
and 
beautiful, 
were 
abundant on a recent visit to 
Florida which led to creation of 
the Flynn strawberry omelet as 
I sought something quite dif­ 
ferent to serve at a brunch. 
Omelets, of course, are ex­ 
tremely versatile in that they 
are as acceptable for breakfast 
or brunch as they are for lunch 
or 
dinner. 
For 
the 
in­ 
experienced chef, stay with 
small omelets made with 2 to 4 
eggs for ease in handling. 
I made individual 2-egg 
omelets with the strawberries. 
First, for each omelet slice 4 to 
6 strawberries and sprinkle 
with brown sugar. Break 2 eggs 
into a bowl and whip, adding 
salt and pepper, about a.tea­ 
spoon of half and half and a 
dash of cold water. 
Using a small (7 or 9-inch) 
skillet, heat a tablespoon of 
butter, turning skillet so that 
bottom and sides are coated. 
When skillet is hot (but not 
smoking) add egg mixture and 
reduce heat slightly. 


As the eggs begin to cook use 
a spatula or wooden spoon (the 
latter is easier on teflon cooking 
ware) and lift edges allowing 
uncooked egg to run under. 
When omelet begins to set and 
brown underneath, lay the 
inner slices of the strawberries 
on one half and fold over. Cook 
about 1 minute then turn, so 
that strawberries are heated 
through. Slide onto a serving 
dish and decorate top with 
outer slices of strawberries, 
making a pleasing and colorful 
dish for the table. Serves I. 


On a trip to Matlacha Oyster 
House, described last week, one 
member of the group elected an 
unusual 3-egg lobster-omelet. 
You also can follow a similar 
method for a tuna, shrimp, or 
crabmeat omelet. 
In a saucepan melt 1 teaspoon 
butter, add 1 small onion diced 
and cook for 5 minutes over low 
heat. Add 1 stalk celery diced, a 
pinch of sugar, 2 tablespoons 
chicken stock, 1 teaspoon soy 
sauce and l-3rd cup cooked lob 
ster meat, cut small. 
Turn this mixture into a heat­ 
ed skillet, buttered as indicated 
above 
Add 3 lightly beaten 
eggs Spread mixture evenly, 
then cook until set. Turn and 
fold Serve on a heated dish. 
This makes a man-sized 
omelet and enough for 2 lesser 
appetites.

DEAR DR. LAM B— I would 
like to comment on your expla­ 
nations of a doctor’s responsi­ 
bilities and ethics. A doctor is 
supposed to give each patient 
he accepts his full knowledge of 
his medical 
profession 
and 
whatsoever it takes to improve 
his patient’s condition. I know, 
Dr. Lamb, and so do you, that is 
not what the doctors of today 
are doing. Excuses are being 
made for their failure to do this, 
but there is but one reason, see 
more victims and make more 
money. A first grade student 
can figure that simple fact out. 
I’m a victim at the doctor’s 
mercy, so you can’t tell a burnt 
child the fire is not hot. 
The doctors created this situ­ 
ation themselves and it was not 
with health in mind. I can re­ 
member when a doctor was 
your best friend. 
If you will look at the income 
tax statements of these life sav­ 
ers today, it is obvious where 
their interest is. If you ask a 
doctor a medical question today 
when he runs past you, you will 
offend him. Yet doctors are 
supposed to have the most im­ 
portant, ethical profession in 
the land. Watergate is only a 
ripple in comparison. Who is 
fooling who? 
DEAR REA D ER- I hope 
you feel better. Ventilation is

good for one’s health. 
I ’m not going to pretend that 
all doctors are saints, they are 
not. They are human. There are 
good and bad doctors just as 
there are good and bad minis­ 
ters, lawyers, judges, teachers, 
politicians, and whatever walk 
of life you choose. 
As a group, though, I’m im­ 
pressed that most doctors are 
representative of the best 
standards our society and cul­ 
ture offers. 
I really believe most doctors 
would like to spend much more 
time with their patients, but 
they can’t always do this. The 
number of people who want to 
be seen, and must be seen, is 
too great. He doesn’t like to 
turn away people with prob­ 
lems if he can possibly avoid it. 
The short time he has to spend 
does mean increased likeli­ 
hood of missing something or 
not doing everything that 
should be done. 
The vast majority of doctors 
make a surprisingly small 
amount per hour of time spent. 
Their income would be quite 
«mall if they worked a 40-hour 


work week. Most physicians in 
practice work over 60 hours a 
week. Twenty hours a week at 
time-and-a-half or double for 
Sundays and holidays does add 
up. Many others working those 
hours would be doing equally as 
well or better at that rate. 
This, in turn, means sacrific­ 
es in time to be with their fami­ 
lies, play golf, or just plain re­ 
lax. They lose a lot of time for 
living that most people have. 
Even with these hours, they 
still have more patients to see 
than they have time. 
In general, I’m convinced 
that the general public does not 
have a very good picture of the 
doctor’s life and responsibili­ 
ties. He is not a slave to society 
just because he chooses a pro­ 
fession to help his fellow man. 
No segment of our society will 
endure gross privation in life’s 
opportunities beyond a certain 
point. The physician is no ex­ 
ception. If society makes life 
too difficult for doctors, the 
profession will no longer attract 
as capable young people as it 
does.

Then the lens of the eye (back 
of the tiny hole called the pupil) 
may also grow milky. 
The 3rd problem may be a 
scarring of the retina (film) at 
the back of the eyeball, due to

Those first 2 causes of blind­ 
ness can often be remedied by 
transplanting parts of a normal 
eyeball. 


For example, a cataract 
operation removes the milky 
lens, after which eyeglasses 
can offer such a patient a glass 
lens that may permit the read­

And that milky cornea may 
also be replaced by the clear 
cornea, cut from a normal eye. 
This corneal transplant is 
comparable to cutting out a 
rectangular center section 
from
